Recent Increase _ In Hiring Rates ‘Rouses Discontent’ 


“ALSO BEING 
STUNG FOR 
LODGING FEES 


Ho (Special To The “ Sunday. Herald ”’) 


Discontent among the Colony’s 1,000 odd rick- 
shaw-pullers at increased hiring-fees may 
assume serious consequences unless satis- 
faction is forthcoming from the different 
firms controlling the hiring of the vehicles. | 

The pullers, it is learned, see no justification for 
the increased hiring fee of 80 cents per day 
and are demanding a reduction with a strike 
threat, pointing out that their earning power 


NO NEWS YET 


has not increased. 

They are also asking for their 
lodging fees of $3.00 to be re- 
duced to the rate which ruled 
two months ago,. when they 
were charged only $1.40 per in- 
dividual per month. 

They have suggested that a 
reasonable daily hiring rate |{D 
would be between 60 and 65 
cents, but this has not been 
accepted. 

There are 16 rickshaw: own: 
ing firms on the Island. and five 
on the mainland, controlling 
over 500 rickshaws. 

Rickshaws are, as a rule, hired 
out by two pullers, and in some. 
eases by three, who’ work: in 
ie of twelve or eight hours. 

A puller is required to de- 
posit a sum of $10 with the 
owners of the rickshaw before 
it is ‘hired to him.

fascist policy pursued by the 
People’s Front in France than 
with the participation of the Re- 
public in the Genevese sanctions 
against Italy. This is proved by 
the fact that Italy has re-establish- 
ed an, 
and of collaboration with Great 
Britain, her principal adversary 
in the Abyssinian affair, much 
more spepdily and easily than will 
probablsj be the case with France, 
notwithdtanding the fact that the 
moderatiyg action of the latter 
in the application of the sanctions 
rendered the greatest services to 
ltaly and largely facilitated the 
constitution of the Italian Empire 
of Abyssinian.

OME twenty. yenrsa’ ago, the 
world. War wan at an end. 
Only now fs it pussible to realize 
the immensity of the disnster. 
During these twenty years, the 
hiatory of Europe records a acrica 
and an accumulation of catastro- 
phea, all-born of the war, 

It would be too long to relate 
the story of these disasters, It 
is simpler and more expeditive to 
indicate the three most disastrous 
events engendered by these 
catastrophes as a whole. 

The first is that: of the total 
destruction of the rights of’ map, 
ic. of international law, that fac- 
for which since the end of the 
seventeenth ‘century governed 
inter-Kuropean relations in peace 
and in war, and gunrantepd order 
and balance of power on tho con- 
tinent together with a measure of 
security for all States, great and 
small. International = anarehy 
has now developed to such an ex- 
tent that pirates can patrol the 
British seas under the eyes of the 
Home Fleet in all tranquility and 
securily. 

One of the great victories of the 
nineteenth century was the right 
of opposition, recognized by all 
‘civilized States except Russia 
with more or less important re- 
servations. Ut ,was this victory 
which fed to the creation of such 
active, flexible, balanced and pro- 
wressive constitutions as had 
hitherto been unknown. Within 
the last twenty years, thia vic- 
tory has been reduced to naught 
in two thirds of Enrope, and has 
been replaced by the most terrible 
despotiamsa known to history. 

Finally, numerous States have 
suppressed another -achicvement 
of the nineteenth century: that 
system of international trade, 
thanks to whieh all nations, up to 
1974, could supply their needs 
from the whole world, easily and 
usefully. One part of the world 
has reverted to the prehistoric and 
primitive system of burter: to 
methods that before 1914 were 
only to be found in certain tribes 
of Central Africa or the deserts 
of Asin, And there are learned 
men, bought by Governments re- 
duced ta expedients, who regard. 
this as a progress! 

Finally, to put the ‘finishing 
point to the chaos, hostilities have 
again broken ‘out; the world is 
once more devastated by war. It 
has raised its head in two.forms: 
bloody warfare and war without

The causes of this immense 
chaos, of so many misfortunes are 
forcibly complicated. . But the 
main cause would appear to be 
ihe terrible political ‘crisis pro- 
yoked in the whole of Europe by 
the fall of the great dynasties. I 
repent this to-day as I wrote it in 
1919, and> -as 1 have constantly 
affirmed them since. This! crisis 
has been envisaged too frivolous- 
ly in ‘all quarters, as being a 
domesti¢ concern for certain 
States; on the contrary, it is a re- 
petition of the great European: 
crisis called forth at the end of 
the eighteenth and at the begin- 
ning of the nineteenth eentury by 
the fall of the French monarchy. 
When the monarchy disappeared, 
France attempted to: organize a 
demoerntic republic; when this 
attempt failed, the republic, at the 
end of its tether, finally succeed- 
ed in’ organizing a democracy 
contrary to the constitution of the 
year Bight: a State founded in 
theory on the principle of the peo- 
ple’s sovereignty, in reality ao 
power organized in such a way as 
to force the people to vote as-it 
wished. The democratic formuln 
was thus overthrown and had be- 
come a paradox. The attempt to 
apply this paradox gave rise to so 
many complications, internal and 
external, that it resulted in a war 
Insting eleven years—those wars

PEI CHUNG-HSI ON CHINA’S 
NEW MILITARY STRATEGY 


“ENTIRE AREA” 
TACTICS 


Chungking, Yesterday. 

“ Japan’s adventure in China will meet with 
a similar fate to that of Napoleon at 
Moscow,” declared General Pai Chung- 
hsi, Deputy Chief of General Staff of the 
Chinese Army, to Reuter to-day. ; 

Eee China’s new tactics, known in Chin- 

ese as “Chuan mien chan shu,” or “entire 

area tactics,” General Pai stated that hither- 
to in the Shanghai, Hsuchowfu, Taierehwang 
and Hankow fighting, the Chinese had prac- 
tised positional warfare and also “regular 
warfare” tactics. 


From now on the Chinese army would adopt a 
new type of strategy. 


General -Pai emphasised that 
the “entire tactics” will not be 
limited by a rear or front east, 
west, south or north. 

The Chinese, he deciared, will 
not fight for possession of a 
point or line but will seek to con- 
trol an entire area 

SHANSI DEMONSTRATION 

In practice, such tactics will 
be similar to those employed|- 
during the present fighting in 
Shansi, where “if the Japanese 
push southwards the Chinese 
force wil} movée- northwards, 
whereas if the’ Japanese push 
westward the Chinese will move 
enstward.” Success of such tac- 
tics, General Pai said, had been 
demonstrated. by the ‘fact. that 
six Japanese divisions are now 
stationed in Shansi “but are un- 
able to control the province.”
